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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the remarks, Applicant(s) argued in substance 
that Games and Birkedahl, alone or in combination, failed to teach or suggest a network topology backplane bus architecture having four 
independent data communication lines, with one or more processing nodes for transmitting on only a first and second of the four data 
communication lines and one or more other processing nodes for transmitting on only a third and fourth of the data communication lines 
and all of the processing nodes being capable of receiving data on all of the data communication lines. In reply to the argument, Games 
discloses in col. 3, lines 38-60 and Fig. 2: communication units J, K, L and M, and each unit links to three channels. Birkedahl discloses in 
the Abstract, col. 4, lines 6-29 and Figs. 1&2: module units 12A, 12B, 12C, and 12D (processing nodes) and these processing nodes each 
associated with an enclosure, and there are four independent data communication lines such as 11A and 1 1C (first and second data 
communication lines, respectively), 1 1B and 1 1D (third and fourth data communication lines, respectively). Birkedahl also discloses that 
processing nodes 12A and 12B, each associated with its own enclosure, connecting to only data communication lines 1 1A and 1 1C for 
transmitting, and connecting to data communication lines 1 1A, 1 1B and 1 1C for receiving, processing nodes 12C and 12D, each 
associated with its own enclosure, connecting to only data communication lines 1 1 B and 1 1 D for transmitting, and connecting to data 
communication lines 11 A, 11B and 11D for receiving. 

Since there is no amendments to the claims, Examiner's maintained the final rejection under Games in view of Birkedahl, and further in 
view of Baker. 
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
